dream, to plan for healthy air, 
healthy jobs, healthy children, 
safe streets,” said Majora Carter 
in a recent interview with Grist, 
an online environmental-news 
magazine. 


Carter founded Sustainable 
South Bronx in 2001 to mobi- 
lize grassroots environmental 
activism among New York City’s 
poorest and most environmen- 
tally oppressed residents. She 
received a MacArthur “genius 
grant” just four years later. 

Surrounded by power plants, 
sewage-treatment, and simi- 
lar facilities, the South Bronx 
once was a community with 
the highest asthma rates in the 
United States. Carter has raised 
millions to clean up existing 


facilities, block the placement of 
more such facilities in the South 
Bronx, create “green-collar” 
jobs, and build a 5-mile cor- 
ridor of landscaped bike paths 
to replace brownfields, landfills, 


and prison barges. 

On January 16, Carter 
inaugurates the 2008 BSA 
“Exploring Design” lecture se- 
ries at the Boston Public Library. 
Her presentation begins at 6:00 
pm.

AT THE BSA ANNUAL 
MEETING LAST MONTH, the 
membership voted to confer the 
2007 Harleston Parker Medal 
for Architectural Excellence on 
the Institute of Contemporary 
Art designed by Diller Scofidio 
+ Renfro with Perry Dean 
Rogers | Partners. 

“Until recently, the museum, 
as a building type, was a civic 
but introverted warehouse for 
viewing art,” said the award jury 
in its report. “In the context of 
Boston, it is especially refresh- 
ing to see a new civic building 
that has such a close relationship 
to its site, in this case Boston 
Harbor.” 

This month, the ICA 
is highlighted in the an- 
nual design awards issue of 
ArchitectureBoston, which is 
on newsstands now (and which 
also includes projects honored 
in all 2007 BSA design awards 
programs; see page 6). 

More than 160 projects were 
nominated for the Harleston 
Parker Medal by BSA mem- 


bers and allies. The jury 
ultimately reduced that 
number to a short list of 
five projects, which they 
visited as a group over the 
course of a day. 

The jury was chaired 
by Josiah Stevenson 
AIA of Leers Weinzapfel 
Associates and included

THE HEALTHCARE 

REFORM LAW requires most 
Massachusetts residents age 18 
and older to have health insur- 
ance. To avoid the penalty of 
$219 per individual when you 
file your 2007 Massachusetts 
income tax return, you needed 
to have health coverage by 

the end of 2007. However, the 
penalty for being unsubscribed 
increases significantly in 2008, 


accumulating each month you 
do not have health coverage. 

If you are feeling sick over 
being unprepared and unin- 
sured, the BSA can help.

The changing face of 


building-systems coordination 


oordination, as it relates to building systems, is the pro- 
cess in which all trades draft and install their associated 
scope of work in conjunction with, and with respect to, 

adjacent components and the architectural design. 

The common term, “M/E/P coordination” is a fallacy, in that it 
denotes only three building systems: mechanical, electrical, and 
plumbing. A more accurate acronym would be something exhaus- 
tive, such as “S/M/E/P/MG/C/L/FP/FA/PT/TD/EQ' coordina- 
tion,” that reflects the substantial number of trades involved with 
building-systems coordination. 

Essentially, building-systems coordination is the effort to make 
everything fit within the building properly. The process requires 
substantive information from all subcontractors, general contrac- 
tors, architects, engineers, owners, equipment consultants, and so 
on. Special attention needs to be given to seismic requirements, 
serviceability of maintenance components (for example, shut-off 
valves and filter access), and future expansion. 


With scheduled completion dates 
becoming ever-so-critical and the 
advancement of virtual reality, face 
time between trades and the design 
team is becoming nonexistent. 


Coordination of building systems has changed dramatically over 
the years. Not too long ago, coordination drawings were assembled 
by hand and subcontractors drafted full-time on site. Individual 
trades (sheet metal, fire protection, power, and others) drafted on 
transparent material, such as velum, trace, and mylar. These designs 
were then assembled and reviewed on light tables during coordina- 
tion meetings. The face-to-face time among all parties was high, 
while the demands of building systems were low. 

Today, each trade drafts in some variation of a CAD program. 
The coordination leader is responsible for assembling them into 
composite files for review at coordination meetings. Subcontractors 
drafters are now only on site part-time, typically one to two days, 
depending on the project’s complexity. The amount of time spent 
interacting at the site resolving individual conflicts is starting to 
diminish, while the complexity of construction continues to rise. 

Construction schedules will continue to shrink as the already 
high demand for owner occupancy grows increasingly urgent. 


Meanwhile, building systems are becoming extremely sophisticated. 


In order to accommodate this new reality, the arrival of advanced 
tools, such as building information modeling (BIM), will assist all 
professionals involved. 
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We are starting to see more and more trades drafting in three 
dimensions. Each trade’s file is then loaded into a virtual model of 
the built form and tested for clashes. Essentially, the building is con- 
structed virtually, down to the individual hangers for each piece of 
material, incorporating every flange and every bolt. The anticipation 
is that such an approach will limit field installation time and reduce 
change orders. Some groups have even begun to incorporate fourth 
and fifth dimensions to coordination, and the composite model can 
be used for fabrication, cost analysis, and scheduling. 

With scheduled completion dates becoming ever-so-critical and 
the advancement of virtual reality, face time between trades and the 
design team is becoming nonexistent. Contractors will evolve from 
using laptops, drawings, and projections at coordination meetings 
to reviewing clash reports through the use of video conferencing 
and online connections. 

Schedule crunches have pushed the significance of accuracy 
from the field back to coordination. Now, the demand for well-coor- 
dinated designs will be pushed back to the construction-document 
phase. The exclusive use of BIM programs will assist design teams 
early on. However, even with technological checks and balances, 
the rudimentary fundamentals of a well-coordinated design should 
not be forgotten: contract documents should be coordinated to the 
extent that proposed ceiling heights can be achieved, ceiling sec- 
tions should be cut through complicated spaces, design team/owner 
reviews must be held to review critical access points, and members 
of the design team must constantly communicate as contract docu- 
ments progress towards their release date. 

Coordination can be tough. It requires patience, focus, solid 
experience, and good management and communication skills from 
both the design team and the contractor. Most important, you must 
act in the interest of the owner and the occupant. Put yourself in the 
space. 

Building systems coordination provides a great opportunity to 
learn how a building truly functions. If the opportunity presents 
itself, get involved!
